NECESSITY FOR PROPER.

In the King’s Bench Division yantiaiien, be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Dodd, 
and Mr. Justice Samuels, the case of James 
Boyle, Johnagate street, Wexford, against 
James Murphy, of Fathe, came on for argu- 
ment by way of a case stated by the magis- 
trates at Petty Sessions on the defendant's ap- 
peal. The plaintiff had let to the defendant a 
dwellinghouse at the weekly rent of 3s. per 
week from July, 1919, until February, 1920, 
when the landlord increased the rent to 3s. 9d. 
a week, but he did not serve notice of the in- 
tended increase, as uired by Section 3 of the 
Increage of Rent and Mortgage Interest Act, 
1920. The defendant paid the rent of 3s. 9d. 
for a whole year, and in February, 1921, he de- 
clined to pay, and the magistrates found that 
there were arrears amounting to £3 7s. 6d. up 
to the date of the notice to quit. It was con- 
tended before the magistrates that the neces- 
sary notice fo increase had not been served, and 
that the defendant never agreed to pay the in- 
crease, although he paid ff under duress and 
protest. The magistrates, however, granted a 
decree for possession, and the question was 
whether or not they were right in so doing. 
Beside the non-service of the notice the defen- 
dant contended that he was entitled to refuse 
to pay the increased rent, because the house 
and premises were not in a fit state for habita- 


tion. 

Mr. Justice Dodd ‘said that it would be well 
that tenants should know that the non-per-

ACTION AGAINST FILM CO. 
MANAGER ACTS AS BOOKMAKER. 


The action brought by Henry A. Andrews 
against the Fox Film Company, Ltd., to re- 
cover damages for alleged wrongful dismissal 
came on for hearing yesterday before Mr. 
Justice Gordon and a city of Dublin common 
jury. The plaintiff's case was that he was 
appointed manager of the defendant company 
in January, 1920, under an agreement, at a 
salary of £12 a week to act as manager for 
[reland, and that he was dismissed without 
cause and without notice on the 23rd of- May 
last. He claimed £48 damages. The defence 
was that the plaintiff wag not dismissed, but 
that he voluntarily withdrew. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. J. H. Russell 
(instructed by Mr. T. P. Robinson) appeared 
for the plaintiff. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Dockrell 
structed by Messrs. Taylor and Robinson) ap- 
peared for the defendant. 

The plaintiff, in his evidence, stated that he 
had been connected with film work since 1912. 
He entered the defendant company’s service on 
February 23rd, 1920, at a salary of £10 a week, 
which was subsequently increased to £12. The 
business of the company had increased under 
his management, the advance bookings being 
for the year £24,720, as against. £11,390 the 
previous year. He received a eum of £50 as 
prize-money for his exertions in competition 
with other branches in a period of six weeks. 
He received a threatening letter in March last. 
and went to see the directors in London, and 
soon after that he was told that he wae not 
giving satisfaction. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lynch, the plain- 
tiff admitted that he had. been at the Maze 
Races, first day, and that he went to see a 
customer on film business at Áasgan: 

Did you make a book? Ye

Mr. George E. Hopton, general sales manager 
for the defendant company, said that he had 
an interview with the plaintiff on May 23rd, 
1 He asked the plaintiff if he wag@ en- 
gaged in any other business but that of the 
defendant company’s. The defendant appeared 
confused, and spoke of some mysterious illness. 
He said that he would not be able to attend the 
office next day, and refused his address. Wit- 
ness told the plaintiff that he had made up 
his mind to be ill, and as business had to be 
carried on he requested him to hand over the 
keys. The plaintiff handed them over at once 
and left the office. He told. the plaintiff to 
turn up next day, but. he did not do so, and 
witness did mot see him in the interval until 
he saw him in court. 

In reply to Mr. Sullivan, the witness said that 
the plaintiff had been a very satisfactory ser- 
vant of the company. He thought plaintiff 
was looking for dismissal, as che had races in 
view. 

The jury found a verdict In favour of the 
defendant company. They expressed their view 
that owing to the excellence of the plaintiff's 
services to the company he should have received 
a month’s notice. 

Judgment was entered for the defendant 
company, and the judge said that, in view of 
the jury’s opinion, they would not ask for costs.

WEIGHT OF EVIDENCE 
CONTESTED. 


In the Court of Appeal, before Lord Justice 
Ronan, Lord Justice O’Connor, and Mr. Jus- 
tice Wylie, an application on behalf of the 
defendants in the case of Beamish and others 
vy. Boston and Sons, Ltd., for an order setting 
aside the verdict and judgment obtained by 
the plaintifie at the trial before the Lord 
Chief Justice and a special jury, upon the 
ground that the findings of the jury were in- 
consistent, perverse, and contrary to the evi- 
dence and the weight of evidence, came on 
for hearing. The action had been brought 
by the Cork Tanning Company against a 
wholesale firm of leather merchants at Liver- 
pool to recover about £13,406 the price of a 
quantity of “leather bands” sold and de- 
livered by the plaintiffs to the defendants in 
the year 1920. There was a counter-claim for 
£13,067. by the defendants, with respect, not 
only to the two consignments in question, but 
with res to previous consignments of 
leather. The counter-claim was mainly confined 
to an alleged breach of warranty. The jury 
found for the plaintiffs on both the action and 
the counter-claim. 

There was no question of misdirection by the 
judge; it was entirely a question of the weight 
of the evidence. The goods, ag soon as they 
reached the docks at Liverpool, it was stated, 
were sent off to sub-purchasers, who returned 
them upon the ground that they were worth- 
less for their purposes, because of their 
“cracking ” condition; and the allegation was 
that the plaintifis had warranted that the 
goods were to be free from “ cracking.” 
The defendants alleged that they had given 
the same warranty to their sub-purchasgers; 
who returned them after testing them for 
** cracking.

and Mr. V. Rice (instructed by Messrs. Bowles 
and French) appeared for the defendants, on 
whose behalf the application was made; and 
Mr. 8S.

The Government and Ulster. 


In his letter to Mr. Ronald McNeill 
Mr. Chamberlain defines the Govern- 
ment’s attitude to North-East Ulster 
exactly as we had ventured to define it. 
He declares that, in its present dealings 
with Ulster, the Government's appeal 
is made entirely to reason and patriotism. 
No coercion is intended, or is possible, 
because both the whole Unionist Party 
and the “Prime Minister himself are 
pledged strictly against that course. The 


+ Government's. case is that an Irish settle- 


ment is necessary to Irish peace, to British 
prosperity, and to Imperial safety, and 
that it can be secured only by concessions 
from all the parties to the present negotia- 
tions. The Government is ready ‘to do 
its share. It has told the representatives 
of Southern Ireland what it expects from 
them. It invites North-East Ulster to 
consider whether she could not enter an 
Alltreland Parliament under adequate 
guarantees that its powers would not be 
abused to her detriment, and that she 
would continue to enjoy local autonomy. 
“If Ulster refuses,” says Mr. Chamber- 
lain, “we shall: not attempt to coerce 
her. She is mistress of her fate” Of 
course, Mr. Chamberlain’s letter is more 
than a reply to Mr. McNeill: it states 
the case upon which the Unionist leaders 
will demand a vote of confidence from the 
coming convenfion of Unionist associations 
at Liverpool. We have little doubt that 
they will get their vote of confidence and 
that a serious split in the Unionist 
ranks is highly improbable. 

The Government has refused to listen 
to the men and newspapers in -Great 
Britain and Ireland who urge it to treat 
North-East Ulster as an _ invincibly 
ignorant and stiff-necked community, a 
sort of hostis humani generis. It recog- 
nises her clear rights and, within the last 
few days, has taken steps to confirm them. 
It recognises the force of her traditions 
and convictions. It recognises that, if 
she is to bring the gifts of her intellectual 
vigour, sense of order, and industrial 
genius into an All-Ireland settlement, she 
must bring them of her own accord. 
When _ negotiations have been put on this 
rational] plane they are not likely to come 
to an abrupt conclusion. The arguments 
will be thrashed out on both sides, and 
each side will be steadied by its growing 
consciousness of responsibility. In the 
present case North-East Ulster is entitled 
to demand from the Government solid 
proof of Mr. Chamberlain’s assurances 
that she can enter with safety into an 
All-Ireland Parliament, that she will be 
protected against any abuse of its powers, 
and that her local autonomy will not be 
impaired. What undertakings has Sinn 
Fein offered on these points and how are 
they guaranteed? Have the Stn Fein 
representatives given definite pledges that 
they will accept allegiance to the Throne 
and partnership in the Empire as the 
price of a really united Ireland? Until 
these matters are settled to the reasonable 
satisfaction not merely of North-East 
Ulster, but of all Englishmen and Insh- 
men, the negotiaticns will register no 
genuine advance. 

On the other hand, the Government is 
entitled to put before- North-East Ulster, 
in the strongest and most compelling 


fashion, all the arguments in favour of 


settlement on the basis of a united Ire- 
land. Moral pressure is not coercion, and 
the very fact that the Government has 
abjured coercion gives it every right to 
appeal solemnly to the loyalty, the 
patriotism, and the commércial instincts 
of the Northern State. Let us assume—of 
course, the assumption is all-important— 
that Sinn Fein is willing to give North- 
East Ulster all the guarantees that Mr. 
Chamberlain postulates, and is able to 
convince the whole Empire of its readi- 
ness to accept the creed of Thomas Davis. 
In that event it is certain. that every 
British party—Unionist, Liberal, and 
Labour—will urge North-East Ulster -to 
take her place in a national settlement. 
The Imperial, British, and Irish arguments 
in favour of such a settlement are over- 
whelming. Mr. Chamberlain hints at some 
of them in his letter. The renewal of warfare 
in Ireland would be a universal disaster. 
It would penalise England’s exhausted 
Treasury in the expenditure of further 
millions. It would injure her rejations 
with other countries in the most critical 
moments of a noble effort for world-peace. 
It would plunge Ireland once more into 
bloodsh@d and almost inevitably into 
bankruptcy. A permanent quarrel be- 
tween the six and. the twenty-six counties 
would keep inddstria]l Ulster in a state 
of turmoil. which would deprive her 
economic life of all stability and progress. 
These ‘considerations are far more likely 
to be potent with an Ulster which is 
mistress of her fate than with a high- 
spirited community in revolt against the 
threat of coercion, Ulster will make her 
choice freely, and, therefore, as we hope, 
with an acute sense of the vast issues 
which it involves. 


“The Angora Treaty. 


The more we hear about the treaty be- 
tween France and the Turkish Nation- 
alists, the less we like it. Two points 
about it are especially unpleasant. In 
March Margnis Curzon lodged a formal 
protest with the French Ambassador in 
London against anything in the nature of 
a breach of the pact between Britain and 
France, by which each promised to make 
no separate peace with the Turks. That 
protest has been ignored and peace has 
been made. The other point is that the 
"French have agreed to hand over part of 
Cilicia to. Mustapha Kemal, This terri- 
| tory is held by France under a mandate, 


and its restoration to the Turks consti- 
tutes a grave violation of treaty engage- 
ments. . Besides, there are some 150,000 
Armenians in Cilicia, and the French 
evacuation—which has begun already— 
will leave them completely at the mercy 
of the Turks. A general exodus of the 
Christian population is in progress; but 
transport facilities are lacking, and the 
great majority of the Armenians and 
Greeks will be forced to remain in Cilicia. 
The protection of Christian minorities in 
Turkey is a sacred obligation for the 
Allies, and the “safeguards'’ which have 
been promised by Kemal to the French 
are a farce. If and when the French 
Army leaves Cilicia, the Armenians, under 
some pretext or other, will be massacred. 
The man who has been appointed as the 
new Turkish Governor of the Province 
was one of the most notorious agents of 
Talaat Pasha and Enver Bey. 


Bankrupts. 


An inevitable effect of the depressed 
condition of trade has been a heavy in- 
crease in insolvency. The annual report 
of the Board of Trade shows that during 
the year ended March 3lst there were 
5,158 failures in England and Wales—in- 
cluding 119 cases of voluntary liquida- 
tion—and that 65 companies were dis- 
solved in Ireland. When the figures for 
Scotland are added to this number the 
total will rival that of 1914, when 4,643 
concerns were declared bankrupt. On 
that occasion the liabilities amounted to 
£9,878,188, and the creditors lost 
£8,155,673. During the war period and 
the two years which succeeded it there was 
a marked decrease in the number of cases 
that came before the Bankruptcy Court. 
The explanation lies in the fact that, as 
the war progressed, the Government 
tightened its hold upon the nation’s 
trade. Enterprise was of no account. The 
State ruled the markets, and it was 
almost impossible for the prudent trader 
to become insolvent. When the Govern- 
ment relaxed its grip there was a wave of 
artificial prosperity, and the demand for 
goods and services could not be satisfied. 
It was inevitable that many firms should 
“go to the wall’’ when the slump came 
and enterprise and competition began to 
play their proper parts in the scheme of 
things, 


The Middle Chasses. 


A table published by the Frankfurte 
Zeitung gives a remarkable insight into 
the hard lot of the Government official, 
and a comparison between the Civil Ser- 
vice salaries in Germany and in Britain 
reveals some interesting facts. Unskilled 
workers, in Germany as in our own 
country, have little cause for complaint. 
The value of their imcome to-day is 
exactly the same—say 100—as: it was in 
1915. Half-skilled and skilled workers, 
with lower-grade officials, have not fared 
so well. Their incomes all have fallen, 
but the “cuts’’ have not been very 
drastic. Middle-grade and high officials, 
however, have suffered terribly, As com- 
pared with the unskilled worker's 100 in 
1915, the middle-grade official's income 
was 385. To-day it is 151. The higher 
oficial is in even worse case. Then his 
income was 685; now it is 215. What is 
happening in Germany is only an extreme 
symptom of a world evil. The middle 
classes are being submerged slowly but 
surely, and are being replaced in the 
social scheme of things by the ambitious 
worker on the one hand, and the vulgar 
parvens on the other, That the progress 
of culture will be hampered by’ super- 
session of the middle classes is very 
obvious, but we can hardly expect to get 
the blessings of “democracy ” for nothing. 


Mail Services. 


The Dublin Chamber of 
gives the Postmaster-General no rest— 
and he deservés none. On September 
1st the transport of the English mails 
to Belfast via Kingstown and Dublin 
was accelerated by one hour, and Mr. 
Kellaway promised that, if it were pos- 
sible—and it is possible—improvements 
would be effected in the service to the 
South and West. The Council of the 
Chamber has reminded him of this 
promise and has received several letters 
on the subject. The last, which is dated 
October 18th, says that “inquiries on the 
matter are not yet complete.” The Council 
has suggested means by which the delivery 
of the American mails could be expedited 
in Dublin. It seems that the letters arrive 
in London at noon every Saturday, but 
are not delivered until Monday afternoon 
or evening. The delay is due to the fact 
that they are not sorted until they reach 
Dublin. It should be a simple matter to 
arrange for their sorting before their 
arrival,

GREEK ART IN DUBLIN. 


RARE ATTIC VASES, 
-----—_—_—_—-- 


The National Museum has been fortunate in 
securing for Ireland, through the aid of 3 
bequest, a valuable, though small, collection of 
Attic vases, which of late years have become 
extremely difficult to obtain. They will he 
specially exbibited at Kildare «treet before the 
end of the present week, and being added to 
other epecimens, some of which were acquired 
by a resident of Dublin during the war (at or 
near the Salonika front) will give a fine illus- 
tration of an important phase of Greek art. - 

Even though it be admitted that vase-painting 
was not one of the greater arts, like sculpture 
and mural painting, yet it has the advantage 
for us that in viewing and studying Greek vases 
we can be sure that we are dealing with 
original specimens. 

There were certain peculiarities in the 
technique of the Attic vase-painter which no 
modern faker can possibly imitate. We do not 
even know quite how the effects were produced— 
so much eo that experts who would often hesi- 
tate to decide about bronzes, marbles, and 
terra-cottas, will judge of a Greek vase-painting 
with sureness and comparative facility. 

The vases recently acquired have been guar- 
anteed by one of the most competent judges on 
the staff of the Greek and Roman Department 
in the British Museum, and praised by him in 
unmeasured terms on account of their wonderful 
freshness and freedom from retouching. They 
should prove a boon to the etudents of 
classical art in Dublin and the provinces.

MISS MYRA HESS’S RECITAL. 


Miss Myra Hees, in the Royal Dublin Society's 
Theatre yesterday, certainly gave us a very 
catholic programme (ranging from Bach to 
Albeniz), but it was very well chosen. so as to 
show off one of the most - versatile of the 
younger artists. 

We have heard Miss Hess on repeated occa- 
sions play Bach, and certainly her treatment 
improves every time. The Italian concerto is 
the most interesting of all Bach’s piano works 
because of its great lyrical qualities; he seems 
to have absorbed the gift of melody of Vivaldi 
and added it to his full-choired polyphony. In 
this piece we were struck by that essential 
feature of Miss Hess’s playing —her in- 
tellectuality. She has a strong gift for binding 
the movements of a sonata or a concerto so that 
we feel the unity. Also, we must admire her 
distinctive method of opening a movement. The 
beginning of the slow movement, one of Bach’s 
happiest inspirations, was very beautiful in its 
calm simplicity. Her interpretation of Bach is 
inclined to be romantic, and makes an appeal 
by its human gualities; hearing her play the 
presto mocoso, the idea of Bach as a mathe- 
matical problem fades away, and he stands out 
as the great apostle of Humanism. 

Last year we were very interested in Mis 
Hess's playing of the great A flat Sonata of 
Beethoven ; this year we had the luscious, senti- 
mental Moonlight Sonata—the true harbinger of 
the romantic movement. The Adagia sas- 
tenuto was very poetical on account of Miss 
Hess’s touch. The Allegretto was not so 
successful; we missed the light feathery elusive. 
ness that we associate with that movement. 
The presto agitato showed that she has certainly 
advanced in dramatic power, though wd should 
welcome even more dignity. We are sure Miss 
Hess played the Papillons of Schumann as a 
concession to the mid-Victorians, and, owing to 
her crisp technique~and rhythm, we nearly con- 
quered our prejudices. , 

In the modern section of the programme by 
far the most enjoyable number was “La Soirée 
dans Granade.’’ by Debussy. This piece was 
composed by Debussy when he ayed at 
Granada with that famous Spanish composer 
Manuel de Falla. It describes the beautiful 
walk from the Alhambra to the Generalife, with 
itg gorgeous lacework of Arab architecture 
where the air resounds with the music of count. 
less cascades. Falla, in his omenaje á 
Debusay, ends with a phrase taken from “ La 
Soirée dans Granade.”’ Miss Hess showed that 
fine mastery of tonal colour, and brought out 
the significance of the fragments of Andalusian 
folk tunes. Minstrels, with its haunti 
rhythm, was played with originality, though it 
would have been more effective had she played 
it with more of the troubadour spirit ; 
it is more of a mezzotint than an etching. 
In “ Triana,” by Albeniz, on the other hand 
we missed the hot sun and the “ sunburnt sensi-
